I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a subcombination anchor, classified in class 24, 
subclass 11 5K. 

II. Claims 9-15 and 16-19, drawn to a combination track/anchoring member 
and anchor, classified in class 410, subclass 104. 

III. Claim 20, drawn to a combination cargo securement attached to a cargo 
receptacle, classified in class 220, subclass 1 .5. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
